supplements (supps) called 
Sustical, at 3.360 calories a 
day. Her growth had been 
stunted by the drastic 
weight loss. 

Within 5142 months, 
Kathy had gone up to 60 
pounds, despite her protests 
to remain at 53 lbs. At 53 
lbs., she looked like a 
healthy, if somewhat thin, 
little girl. She felt that she 
could compromise. and 
agree to remain at 53 lbs., 
but the doctors felt that she 
should weigh more. So, she 
was forced to remain on 
supps, sometimes being 
forced to drink so many that 
they came back up. The 
nurses merely brought her 
more and forced her to 
drink them too. There were 
times when she spent the 
entire day being sick and 
ning to keen down supps. 
This only served to make 
her resentful and even more 
determined to lose weight. 

She tortured herself b 
standing all day to burn off 
extra calories. She stood 
through the entire sixth 
grade despite ridicule from 
the other kids in class. She 
never allowed herself to sit 
for more than 14 an hour a 
day or to sleep for more 
than four hours at night. 
When she had the energy, 
she did very strenuous 
exercise to the point of pain. 
The rest of the time she 
aprat in the bathroom being 
sick.

A Nation At Risk 
details a pattern of growing 
mediocrity all too prevalent 
in school districts across 
Massachusetts and _ the 
natior. In too many in- 
stances minimum 
requirements have become 
maximum _ achievements. 
Trendy general education 
courses have been  sup- 
planting classes in science, 
math, foreign language and 
history. Numerous students 
are picking unchallenging 
courses that fail to prepare 
them for college or work. 

The same ills afflict 
higher education. Many 
colleges are more concerned 


with maintaining high 
enrollments than with 
setting admissions — stan- 
dards. Thus, too many 
students must spend 
valuable time taking 


remedial courses before they 


can begin their actual 
college study. 

A watering-down of 
curricula, a lack of good 
textbooks and _ other 
materials, and a 
demoralized teaching vorps 
have accelerate ae 


educational decline. Now, 
for the first time in history, 
the current generation of 
American students is un- 
derachieving the preceding 


one. 

The Commission’s 
report blames no one group 
- - neither parents, . nor 
teachers nor administrators 
for our problems. It points 
rather to social changes and

Kathy felt it was noble 
to suffer, so she inflicted 
pain upon herself con- 
stantly. She could never be 
satisfied with the way she 
looked and always strived to 
be thinner. Seeing her bones 
jutting out made her happy, 
ecstatic even. She felt 
confident, as though there 
were nothing she couldn’t 
do. She suffered the usual 
symptoms that go along 
with being anorexic, such as 
listlessness, depression and 
hair loss, but still continued 
eating only once a week, 
usually half a sandwich and 
a plum. She only drank 
water or diet tonic, though 
not much, (not wishing to 
take in more calories than 
was necessary), and usually 
took a diuretic afterwards to 
get rid of excess fluids. She 
eventually became 
dehydrated. 

When she was 12, she 
was sent to a therapeutic 
camp for kids with 
emotional problems. She 
stole laxatives to take to 
camp with her. She had 
become so dehydrated that 
she almost lost control of 
her kidneys and was in 
danger of ending up on a 
dialysis machine. After 
that she had to add a sugery 
powder called Polycose, as 
well as corn oil and water to 
her supps, which added an 
extra en calories to get 
the 3,360 she was already 
getting, which was to make

her grow. 

he Counselors forced 
her to drink more than she 
was supposed to and were 
adamant in their refusal to 
confirm. the amount with 
her doctor. Consequently, 
she gained more weight 
than was necessary. 

When she was 13, she 
lived away at school. She 
was growing and was of 
average weight. She 
returned to the camp for 
another summer, but she 
was not there to gain weight 
this time, although she was 
still on supps. She got into 
trouble for trying to 
throwup all the time and for 
sneaking and throwing out 
her supps, and was 
punished for it. 

Apparently, torture 
was used by the camp 
counselors as part of the 
treatment for the kids. 
Later, after Kathy had left, 
the parents of one of the 
kids brought the camp to 
court and they were forced 
to abandon such practices. 
While Kathy was there, she 
was punished by being 
forced to stand in the 
middle of a swamp. Her 
clothes were ruined. 

In another instance, 
she was forced to lie on the 

round and throw dirt on 
erself. Once, the coun- 
selors left her out in the 
middle of the woods alone, 
in a tent away from the rest 
of the camp, for four days 
without clothing, _ toilet 
paper or anything except for 
supps, which they brought 
to her each day. ile 
there, she became very ill 
with diarrhea. She 
developed a cold as a result 
of the tent being flooded one 
night when it rained. She 
also had a sore throat, 
earache, and was covered 
with mosquito bites. She 
was ridiculed by the other 
girls, but she was deter- 
mined to be thin.

‘HOOL BEHAVIOR 

Students who are reportedly disruptive, 
ncooperative or destructive either in class or 
around the school, and whose behavior is 
such that the teacher is unable to handle it, 
are to be immediately referred to the 
ousemaster’s office.

ATTENDANCE REGULATIONS 

According to State Law, continual non- 
attendance may mean that a student will 
either be referred to the courts (if under age 
16) or dropped from the school rolls (if age 16 
orover). 

Students who arrive after 10:45, with or 
without a note from home, are considered 
absent from school according to State Law. 

Parents are encouraged to call the school, 
especially if their child will be absent for many 
days. The School Department does provide 
home tutors for those students who need such 
services. Parents should contact the student’s 
guidance counselor. 

The Main Office will publish a daily list of 
all students who are absent. Teachers 
check this list at the end of the day and report 
to their Housemaster any student who is not 
on the list but did not attend their class. 

Teachers and security officials will also 
report to House offices any student seen in 
school who is on the absence list. These 
students will be given detention and may face 
possible suspension if they continue with this 
offense. 


The complete CRLS Attendance Policy has been 


printed in booklet form and is available from 
Housemasters and in the Main Office. 


CLASS TARDINESS 

Students should realize that being tardy 
affects not only their own education, but also 
makes it difficult for their teachers and for 
other students in the class. 

Students’ attendance records are also 
checked by prospective employers and 
lateness is a detriment. 

Therefore, students who are late to class will 
be given detention by their classroom teacher. 
If the problem continues, parents will be 
contacted. 

Housemasters and T.I.C.s will not issue 
tardy notes to students. 


DETENTION 

Detention will be held after school and will 
last until 3:30. 

Students are assigned detention by their 
teacher, Housemaster or T.I.C. Detention will 
start at 2:30.

COURSE/PROGRAM CHANGE POLICY 

Course change requests will be granted 
only when the student’s program is judged to 
be educationally inappropriate. 

When this criterion applies, the following 
guidelines should be followed 

1) Student picks up a Student Schedule 
Change Request form his/her Housemaster. 

2) Student then discusses course change 
with his/her counselor, current teacher, new 
teacher, coordinator, Housemaster and 
parents; secures their signatures and returns 
the form to the Housemaster. 

3) a. If the course change does not meet 
with the approval of all parties involved, a 
conference may take place to arrive at a final 
decision. 

b. If the course change is approved 
the Housemaster will forward the form to the 
appropriate counselor for computer 
processing. 

4) No course change will be official until 
the student is formally discharged from the 
class he/she is leaving (books returned, 
grades and attendance recorded, signed out 
by teacher). 

5) Student initiated course changes can 
only occur between the third and fifth week 
of a semester. 

6) Details of the complete Policy 
Statement will be available in the House 
Office and Guidance Office. 


CHANGE OF ADDRESS 

It is the responsibility of each student to 
notify his/her Housemaster of any change of 
address and/or telephone number. 

This responsibility is of the utmost im- 
portance. 


The school is not responsible for non- 
delivery of mail due to unreported changes of 
address.

Students who have trouble with the MBTA 
buses should report these complaints to their 
Housemaster or the Asst. Headmaster for 
Policy and Students. Students should try to 
record the bus number and/or badge number 
of the driver. Students are reminded they face 
school discipline for improper behavior on 
buses. 


The use of radios, tape recorders, 
headsets, loud speakers and other sound 
devices is prohibited during the school day. 
Exceptions to this rule may be granted by the 
Assist. Headmaster for Policy and Students 
and/or the Headmaster. 

Students who bring these devices to school 
will have them locked up in the Main Office 
or the Security Office until the end of the 
day. This is done to prevent the loss or theft 
of this property.

VANDALISM 

Since our building has been 
completely renovated at a cost of over $24 
million and because a clean environment is 
important to all, vandalism will be dealt with 
severely. 

Letters will be sent to all parents indicating 
that parents will be responsible to pay for any 
damage done to the building by their child. 
The School Department will even take the 


- parents to court if necessary. In addition, 


students caught damaging the school will also 
have to perform clean-up duties around the 
school and face possible suspension.

SCHOOL IMMUNIZATION POLICY 
State law requires that all students be 
immunized against certain diseases. All 
students must have a copy of their health 
record on file with the school nurse by 
October 1, 1983. Students who have not filed 


the required date will be excluded from 
school until all immunizations are given and 
the records are received. 

The nurse will contact all students whose 
health records are incomplete. 

Free vacinations are given by the nurse. 


Students who wish to display posters 
advertising any activity should check with the 
office of the Assistant Headmaster for Policy 
and Students. Certain areas of the building 
will be designated for posters. 


The school may limit the number of 
posters for any one event. Posters must be 
removed by the sponsoring organization after 
he event is over.

STUDENT AUTOMOBILES 

CRLS does not provide parking facilities 
for students: Students who must drive to 
school should park in legal spaces around the 
school. Students are urged not to drive but to 
use the MBTA. Special discount badges for 
the MBTA are available in homeroom. 















ELEVATORS ’ 

Students are not permitted to use any 
elevator in the school without written per- 
mission from a staff member. Students found 
sing the elevators without permission will 
face disciplinary action. ‘ 

Students who need to use the elevators for 
medical reasons should bring a doctor’s note 
o Mr. Ferzoco’s office (R135) to obtain an 
elevator key. A $2 deposit is required for a 
key. 


STUDENT SMOKING 
No smoking by students is permitted 
inside any part of the building. Students who 
ish to smoke outside may do so only bet- 
een periods 2 and 3 and at lunch time in the 
derpass area.

STUDENT VISITORS 

Because the school cannot be responsible 
for any students other than those registered 
at CRLS, students should not bring friends 
to visit for the day. 

If a home situation requires that a non- 
student visit CRLS, parents and 
Housemasters will be contacted prior to 
permission being granted by the Head- 
master. All visitors to the school must 
register in the Main Office and must wear a 
visitor’s pass while in the building. 

Younger brothers and sisters are not to be 

_brought to school for the day. Special 
visiting arrangements for current eighth . 
graders are to be made through the office of 
the Assistant Headmaster for Policy and 
Students. 


FUND RAISING 

All fund raising activities at CRLS must be 
approved by the Assistant Headmaster for 
Policy and Students. Any teacher or student 
wishing to raise money, for whatever cause, 
must first receive this approval before doing 
any publicity or selling. 

This policy was created to allow all groups 
an opportunity to raise funds and not be in 
competition. A calendar of fund raising 
events will be published shortly after the 
opening of school. Organizations wishing to — 
reserve days for their fund raising activities 
should check with Mr. Lukas.

PUBLIC PHONE 

There are two public phones for student 
use in the main cafeteria. These phones 
should only be used at lunchtime or with 
written permission from a teacher. 

No incoming calls on these phones are 
allowed. 

School telephones are not to be used by 
students without permission. 


LOST BOOK POLICY 

If a student loses a book, the charge will be 
the full price of a new text and 20 percent less 
for each year of the age of the text. All 
teachers are to keep records of books issued to 
students. 

Students will not be allowed to take a final 
exam unless they return their book or indicate 
payment will be made.

SCHOOL RULES AND POLICIES 


GRADUATION REQUIREMENTS 


¢ Pass 8 semesters of English (Students 
must take 2 semesters of English every 
year). 

¢ Pass 1 year of Science. 

© Pass 1 year of Math. 

© Complete 3 years of Social Studies of 
which a student must pass 2 years, with 
one course being U. S. History. 

© Complete 4 years of Physical 
Education. 

¢ Complete 1 year of Health and pass a 
swimming test. 

¢ Students are required to take a 
minimum of four majors and Physical 
Education every year. A major is a class 
which meets five days a week. 

¢ Obtain a minumum of 180 credits. 

¢ A waiver of these requirements must be 
approved by the Headmaster. 

© CRLS staff are currently developing 
proposals to redefine and increase graduation 
requirements. 








GRADING POLICY 

1. Grading is carried out on a 0-100 scale. 
The minimum passing grade is 60 percent. 

2. No incomplete grades will be given to the 
students for any marking period until a 
contract has been drawn up between the 
student and teacher defining the 
requirements for receipt of a grade. 


COURSE WITHDRAWALS 

1. Students who withdraw from a class within 
two weeks prior to the close of marks will 
receive a grade for that course. 

2. Students who withdraw prior to the two 
weeks of closing of grades will receive a WP 
or WF asa grade for that marking period. 

3. Students who persist in not attending a 
specific class after repeated warnings from 
the teacher and administrators will be with- 
drawn from the course and no credit will be 
awarded regardless of previous grades. 

4. Students may not do summer school make- 
up work for courses from which they have 
withdrawn. 


PROMOTION REQUIREMENTS 

It is the policy of CRLS that students 
must meet certain course requirements before 
they are promoted to the next grade. These 
requirements are detailed in the Course 
Catalogue. It is the responsibility of students 
to make sure they are meeting all necessary 
promotion requirements. 

At various times during the school year, 
Housemasters and guidance counselors will 
contact homes of students in danger of not 
being promoted. 

After each marking period, students who 
have met promotion requirements will be 
placed in the appropriate new grade and 
homeroom. 


SENIOR PRIVILEGES 

Only students in senior homerooms may 
participate in certain senior activities. These 
include voting in all senior elections, holding 
class office, participating on the senior class 
trip and other direct senior activities. Seniors 
in special probation homerooms may have 
their picture taken for the yearbook and be 
measured for caps and gowns if they wish.

FIELD TRIPS 

Field trips are a very important part of 
learning at CRLS.

Students must make sure to obtain a field trip 
permission form from their teachers for each 
trip. These forms must be signed both by 
parents and the teachers of classes which will 
be missed. Permission to participate on a 
field trip may be denied for legitimate 
reasons. 

Students are expected to make up all 
missed class work because of field trips. 


WORKING PAPERS 

State law requires that students age 16 
and under who work in certain type jobs 
obtain working papers from their school. 
Students in need of such papers should report 
to the Student Service Center between 
periods or at lunchtime to pick up the 
necessary forms. 

Students must also report to the School 
Department Office at 159 Thorndike Street 
for the final papers. = 

Complete information is available in the 
Service Center. Students should also ask their 
employer if papers are necessary. 


STUDENT PORTRAITS 

Every year, in March, professional 
photographers come to CRLS to take the 
portraits of all interested underclassmen. 
These portraits are not required. Interested 
students must pay a fee for their pictures. 

Yearbook portraits are taken in May and 
also during the first week of November. 

All seniors wishing to have their picture

This year all students will be required to 
use their own locks on the War Memorial 
lockers.

ADOLESCENT PARENTING PROGRAM 
A program in a separate area at CRLS 
specifically designed to meet the needs of 
teenage mothers and fathers and teenagers 
who are pregnant. Students who are interested 
in this program should see Ms.Trella in R254. 


BUREAU OF PUPIL SERVICES 

The Bureau of Pupil Services offers many 
special programs at CRLS. These programs 
are designed io provide students who have an 
Individual Education Plan with the most 
effective opportunities to learn and develop 
the skills necessary for a successful adult life. 
In order to obtain services, a student must 
meet with members of the Core Evaluation 
Team. After some testing, the student’s 
parents or the student himself/herself (if 18 
years or older) meet with the team to decide 
which services are necessary and how they 
should be delivered. A student wishing to 
receive these special services should see 
his/her guidance counselor. 


BI-LINGUAL EDUCATION / ENGLISH 
AS ASECOND LANGUAGE 

English as a Second Language and Bi- 
Lingual Education were established to meet 
the academic and social needs of non-English 
speaking children and to achieve smooth 
integration through better cultural un- 
derstanding among all students. The 
programs attempt to provide an environment 
in which students grow at their own rate in 
both their native language and in English. 
Instruction in the student’s first language is 
given for growth and progress in such areas as 
mathematics, science, history, culture, and 
language arts. At the same time, the student is 
given instruction in English geared for his/her 
level of competency. 

The transitional bi-lingual program is 
planned to be a three-year program; this 
allows the student time to learn English as a 
second language and American history and 
culture while continuing progress in his or her 
first language. At the end of that three-year 
period, students make the transition to a 
standard American classroom. 


THE CAREER RESOURCE CENTER 
The Career Resource Center provides 
students with current resources for college 
application, PSAT, SAT and other forms of 
testing, Financial Aid forms, career 
development and career exploration. Students 
should make full use of this Center which is 
located in R241. See Ms. McCabe for further 


information. 


COMMUNITY BASED LEARNING 
PROGRAM (CBLP) 

This is our high school without walls 
program. Its main purpose is to establish, 
supervise and support learning experiences for 
our students in the greater Cambridge 
community. Students receive credits for 
helping in such places as animal hospitals, 
architectural firms, and radio stations; or for 
taking college courses at local universities 
such as Harvard and Mass. College of Art. 
You can participate no matter what program, 
house or grade you are in because every 
placement is individualized to fit your 


schedule. Students will receive CRLS credits 
for participation. CBLP is located in A107. 


TEACHER ADVISOR PROGRAM 

This program provides students with the 
opportunity to meet with each other and a 
Teacher/Advyisor to discuss both personal 
and school related concerns. It is great for 
learning about school activities, school 
programs, getting help with college and 
career planning, and also for getting to know 
other students and teachers. 

This program is a complement to the 
traditional guidance services offered to all 
students. The overall goal of this program is 
to encourage a sense of togetherness and 
community within the high school and to 
make sure that all students are benefitting 
from their time at CRLS. 

Teachers have been working over the 
summer to prepare a complete curriculum for 
the program and many special activities have 
been planned. 

This year all Freshmen and Sophomores 
will have a Teacher/Advisor. All advising 
groups (about 15 students each) will meet on 
Wednesday morning from 8:15 to 9:10. 
Advising groups will also be part of a 
student’s homeroom and advisors in most 
cases will be the homeroom teachers. The 
program is required for students and two 
credits are awarded for participation. 


THE FAIRNESS COMMITTEE 

The Fairness Committee is part of School 
Government and is composed of students and 
teachers. It offers the school community a 
means of resolving conflicts and issues of 
fairness. Members are trained in listening, 
negotiating and advocacy skills. 

Any student or teacher may bring a 
complaint to this body for a hearing and 
everyone is encouraged to join. 
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GUIDANCE COUNSELORS 

Each student is assigned a guidance 
counselor. Counselors are available to:

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SUSPENSIONS 

It is the right of every student to attend 
school. 

A student is entitled to full consideration 
under the law and also entitled to its full 
protection. DUE PROCESS stands as a 
protection of all rights. DUE PROCESS 
procedure assures that every aggrieved 
student shall be fairly heard and judged. 

Students, however, must realize that the 
school has an obligation to protect all people 
in the school and to provide an environment 
in which learning can take place. Students 
who put others in danger or disrupt the 
learning situation must be disciplined. 

While the school does not like to suspend 
students, suspension from school may occur for the 
following reasons: use of violence; vandalism or 
theft, causing physical harm to others; threats or 
intimidation; possession of a weapon; selling drugs 
or alcohol; intentional disruptions; academic 
dishonesty; smoking inside the school after being 
asked to stop; possession or under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol; and, persistent truancy, tar- 
diness, or class cutting after repeated warnings. 

Suspensions may be for one to five days 
and parents must report to the school for a 
metting before the student is readmitted. 

During a suspension a student should not 
be on campus for any reason and is not to 
participate in any athletic or other ex- 
tracurricular activity. Suspensions will end at 
8:15 on the day the student is scheduled to 
report back to school. 

Students will automatically be suspended 
for five days for fighting in the cafeteria, 
possession of any weapon or possessing any 
fire crackers. Students will automatically be 
suspended for two days for snowball 
throwing. 

General Policy: It shall be the policy of the 
School Committee and of all school personnel to 
help students to solve conduct problems without 
resorting to extreme disciplinary measures. 
Student misconduct should be considered evidence 
of more complex underlying problems that a 
student may have with school and society and 
every effort should be made by the school to help 
the student to remain in school and to deal ef- 
fectively with these problems. Suspension action is 
recommended only as a last resort. To that end, 
school personnel are encouraged to pursue and 
exhaust all other available and appropriate 
disciplinary actions to foster the education and 
good conduct of a student before resorting to 
suspension. 

A complete procedure for suspension and 
expulsion from school is outlined in the 

booklet, Students’ Rule and Regulations

HONOR ROLL 

First Honors: A student may receive | mark 
below 90 percent but not below 85 percent. All 
other marks must be 90 percent or above. 

Second Honors: A student may receive 1 
mark below 85 percent but not below 80 
percent. All other marks must be 85 percent or 
above. 

Honors: A student must have an overall 
average of 80 percent for all subjects. No 
student may be on the Honor Roll if he/she 
fails a subject. 

All incompletes must be translated into 
numerical grades, C (complete), or P 
(passing) before a student is eligible for the 
Honor Roll. 


NATIONAL HONOR SOCIETY 

Students with a cumulative average of 
87.5% in their junior year or an average 
(averages are figured on a weighted basis) of 
85% by their senior year are eligible for 
membership in the National Honor Society. 

Besides scholarship, students must also 
demonstrate evidence of good character, 
service and leadership in accordance with the ° 
National Code. 


All candidates for the Society are 
reviewed by teachers and administrators 
prior to their induction. Also, students in the 
Society who do not continue to meet the 
ideals of the organization may be excluded 
from continued membership. 

The National Honor Society Induction 
will be held on May 10, 1984. 


SENIOR SCHOLARSHIPS 

Every year at graduation, CRLS gives to 
many deserving graduating seniors 
scholarships and awards. Last year these 
awards totaled over $34,000. We are very 
proud that the school can offer this financial 
help to our students and recognize their 
achievement! All seniors may apply for these 
awards in early April. More information is 
available from the Career Resource Center.

A student who studies well? 
1. brings notebooks, paper, pen or pencil and 
ove materials necessary to class. 

is an active participant in the classroom; 
Gens well; takes part in discussions. 
3. asks questions if he doesn’t understand the 
discussion or if he has a problem. 
4. plans his work and schedules time for 
homework each day; makes sure he un- 
derstands the assignment before he leaves 
class. 
5. uses what he learns; sees how each subject 
applies to the others. 
6. strives to do his best, not just to get by. 


How to study? 

1. Attitude-is important - think positively, 
work independently. Seek help only when you 
have exhausted your own resources; then ask 
questions, use library resources. 

2. Learning requires concentration - keep 
your mind-on what you are doing. It will take 
less time. 

3. At home, have a definite, well-lighted, 
quiet place to study. Unless you have a 
straight ‘‘A”’ average, you will have to study 
at home each day. 

4. Read the entire assignment rapidly to 
grasp the basic content. Reread slowly to 
understand. content, details, explanations, 
directions. If the assignment is not written, 
make notes of your own; outline what you 
have learned. 

5. If the assignment is a long term project, do 
a little of it each day; don’t let it go until the 
last minute. It will be easier and you'll do a 
better job. 


How to take a test? 
1. Relax and forget other people. 
2. Read the directions carefully, and then 
follow them. 
3. Read the whole test first to see what’s 
asked for and how to apportion your time. 
4. Read each question twice before an- 
swering. 
5. Think before you write. 
6. Answer questions fully with information 
asked for - not what isn’t.asked for. 
7. Check your paper for spelling grammar 
before turning it in.

My cousin, Jack, is 
with the U.S. Marine oe 
in Lebanon. At the age of 1 
he is 6’2”’ and Ibs. and 
has two obscene tatoos on 
his arms, very little hair on 
his head and a bad habit of 
breaking things.

“Tender Mercies” “Celeste”

Tender Mercies is a 
movie well worth $4.50. Set 
in Texas, it is the 
believeable and moving 
story of a reformed alcoholic 
country singer, who has 
since quit the business and 
is Bey attempting to 
pick up the pieces of his life 
and start over as the co- 
owner of a tiny hotel/gas 
‘station on the vast Texas 
highway. 

Robert Duvall is ex- 
cellent as the main 
character, Mac, and the 
problems he confronts day 
to day in his new marriage 
and in his struggle not to 
drink are a_ convincing 
portrayal of what an 
alcoholic goes through after 
the decision to stop drinking 
has been made. 

This film is not for 
moviegoers who are seeking 
action-packed adventure.

bingeing, she _ was 
sometimes in such a 
frenzied state she didn’t 
even stop to cook her food 
and would eat it cold. She 
didn’t taste the food as it 
went down her throat. 

After 2 hours of 
gorging herself on 
everything in sight, she 
would spend 1% hour in the 
bathroom vomiting up 
everything she had eaten. 


-She sometimes threw out 


food to keep from eating it 
and fasted when she wasn’t 
at home, sometimes for a 
whole week. What gets me is 
the fact that her parents 
didn’t notice the food was 
missing or they were so glad 
that she was finally eating 
that they didn’t mind. 


Now, at the age of 17, 


after years of hospitalization 
and ‘‘cruel treatment’’, 
she’s bulimarexic and still 
in therapy. : 
She feels that had she 
been given some control 
over her life instead of 


On the other end of the 
spectrum, I was bored out of 
my mind for two hours by 
the new German movie 
Celeste, a look at the 
relationship between Marcel 
Proust and his maid.

There’s no single 
reason for bulimarexia. 
Society’s obession with 
weight plays an integral 
part. [It was recently shown 
that “‘Playboy’’ centerfold 
models have gotten in- 
peae thinner _ each 
year.| Excessive weight loss 
may also be acry for help in 
a troubled family or a way 
of avoiding sexuality and its 
responsibulities. 

Up until recently, 
bulimarexia was treated as a 
pschological problem. New 
shows that there 
may be _ physiological 
reasons for it. 

Dr.James Hudson of 
McLean Hospital in 


Belmont [MA] has found 
that brain chemistry in such 
patients were similar to 
those with certain types of 
depression. When treated 
with anti-depressants, he 
reports, “the urge to binge 
seemed to be turned off 
much like a fawcet.”” 

In an interview with 
“‘Newsweek’’, Dr. Michael 
Ebert, clinical director of 
the National Institute of 
Mental Health, observed 
changes in the level of 
certain hormones in the 
brains of anorexics. Some of 
the changes are long- 
lasting, he says, and may 
explain why the disease is 
often so diffeult to treat. 

It is not really known 
exactly how many bulimics 
there are in the U.S.: at 
least 500,000, perhaps a 
million. It is estimated that 
20 percent or more of all 
college women have ex- 
perienced bulimia.

Achievement Tests in 

13 different subjects will be 

iven on most of the above 
ates. These one-hour, 
multiple choice tests 
measure knowledge in a 
specific subject and are used 
to help colleges make 
placement and_ admissions 
decisions. SAT and 
Achievement Tests cannot 
be taken on the same day. 

In addition, Sunday 
testing will be available 
following each of the 
Saturday administrations 
for students who, because of 
religious reasons, cannot 
test on Saturday.

BACKGROUND IN- 
FORMATION 

The SAT is designed to 
measure mathematical and 
verbal abilities that/ have 
been developed over many 
years, both in and out of 
school. The 2% hour 
multiple choice test has two 
verbal and two math sec- 
tions. The verbal questions 
test vocabulary, verbal 
reasoning and un- 
derstanding of. what you 
read. The math questions 
test ability to solve problems 
involving arithmetic, 
algebra and geometry. 

The Test of Standard 
Written English (TSWE), 
given along with the SAT, is 
a 30 minute, multiple choice 
test designed to measure a 
student's bility to 
recognize standard written 
English and is used by 
colleges to place freshmen 
in appropriate English 
classes. 

The skills measured by 
the SAT have been shown to 
be one of the many factors 
related to successful per- 
formance in college. SAT 
scores give colleges a 
common measure for 
evaluating applicants from 
many different seconda 
schools. In making ad- 
missions decisions, colleges 
also .look at other factors 
such as grades, courses, 


class. rank, outside ac- 
tivities, recommendations, 
essays and other personal 
qualities.

Word Processing Taught By Many Schools

Word processing, a 
skill for which there seems 
to be an ever increasing 
need, is being taught b 
more and more high schools 
throughout the country, 

itd you’re not familiar 
with word processing, you 


might think of it as com- 


puterized typing. 
Per there is the 
computer to do the work for 
ou. Then there is a 
eyboard similar to the one 
on a typewriter. If you know 
how to type, you will be able 
to’ use this keyboard. Of 
course, there are some 
additional keys so that you 
can tell the computer what 







on the screen showing the 
text as you proceed. 

A big difference 
between the word processor 
and the typewriter is that 
when you turn off the word 
peace all the text you 

ave created disappears. 
It’s gone, unless you do 
something to hold on to it. 
For this purpose there are 
magnetic disks which fit 
into the word processor. 
They provide storage for the 
documents. that you 
compose. To place in- 
formation on a disk requires 
only a_ few trokes. 
However, it must be done 
every time you prepare or

Since you ot print out the 
document at the very end of 
your work, it might seem 
that you get the results more 
slowly than you would by 
typing. But, in reality, the 
printer types four or five 
times faster than any 
human typist could. 

After receiving a 
printed copy, punpese that 
you find errors. Or suppose 
that, after reading the copy, 
you decide that you want to 
rearrange something. 
Simply go back to the 
machine and call up the old 
copy from the disk. Once 
it’s on the screen, it’s easy 


to manipulate the marking 
cursor to ; wha 








stored onto the disk again 
and printed out. 

An important and time 
saving feature of the word 
processor is its cut and paste 
capability. This allows you 
to select whole blocks of text 
including sentences, groups 
of words, or paragraphs. 
You can move these sections 
around wherever you want; 
you can even delete them if 
you choose. Other word 
processing features take 
care of headings, footnotes, 
tables and a myriad of other 
tasks. 

Knowing how to 
operate a word processor 
can be a valuable asset both

If you’re looking for an 
entertaining; well-acted, 
often very funny movie, 
look no further.

In case you are not aware of it, the past month has been 
“International dump on America month,.’’ Although many 
centers of controversy such as U.S. involvement in Lebanon, 
Reagan’s Central American policy and the export of ‘Dallas’ 
have been used to build anti-U.S. feeling, the real focus of 
this sentiment has been mustered against the deployment of 
MX and Pershin missles in Europe.

Although the teaching faculty and ad- 
ministration recognized and analyzed the situation, at some 
point in the evening someone was hurt. An ambulance was 
called to the vicinity around CRLS. Several students noticed 
what they believed to be blood stains on a side walk off 

Broadway where the event supposedly took place. Several 
police men, patrol cars and a paddy wagon did appear at the 
scene. It is not known if any arrests were made. 


It is sad to say that if this incident did occur, how will it 
affect the community of Cambridge? The community as a 
whole should be aware of such incidents and concerned as 
well. 

Which version are we supposed to believe? There are 
many questions at the present moment that are unanswered.

SEX is not the subject of 
this article.

Founded in the wake of a 
world war and on the brink of 
the nuclear age, the U.N.

Student At WBZ 


Observes Meteorologist

Behind the scenes at the 
WBZ.-TV weather office, where 
I visited Barry Berbank, a 
meteorologist, he was busy 
getting his forecast ready for 
the 6:00 PM news. 

As you might recall, he 
was tracking a major winter 
storm last week that gave all of 
western Massachusetts a 
blanket of. white snow. The 
total was around 10 inches of 
snow there and 1| foot up in 
Northern New England. the 
eastern half had snow, sleet 
and freezing rain. 

The reason why I was 
there was to see how a 
meteorologist puts a forecast 
together. First he gets all his 
weather data from the Bedford 
Weather Station and that 
weather station is tied into the 
Master Weather Computer in 
Washington, D.C. They get 
their weather informatiom 
from ships at sea, from weather

What Is Teen Work? 


Although it is till the 
middle of winter, it is not too 
early to start thinking about 
summer jobs. You can get a 
head start on the job hunt by 
applying to the Cambridge 
Teen Work program. 

TeenWork is a summer 
jobs program for CRLS 
sophomores and juniors. 

TeenWork jobs are 
mostly in Cambridge 
businesses including places 
such as banks, stores, and 
engineering and computer 
companies. TeenWork 
students can work as an office 
assistant, salesperson, 
carpenter, hospital dietary 
aide, or in many other kinds 
of jobs. 

This summer, Teen Work 
will have approximately 200 
jobs for students. To get a 
job, you must fill out a 
TeenWork application and 
meet TeenWork eligibility 
requirements. Applications 
are now available in the Main 
Office, Student Service 
Center, Career Resource 
Center and in the House 
Offices. The applications 
must be completed and 
returned by Friday, March 9, 
1984. 

In addition to helping 
students find summer jobs, 
Teen Work also helps prepare 
students for their work ex- 
perience. All TeenWork 
students attend job-readiness 
workshops. these workshops 
include instruction in how to 
fill out a job application and 
what to say and do on a job 
interview. 

TeenWork is a program 
sponsored by Cambridge 
Community Services with 
help from several other 
Cambridge __ organizations.

CRLS Students Had Summer Jobs In ’83 
How Did They Spend Last Vacation?

Last summer 110 CRLS 
students had jobs through the 
TeenWork program. They 
worked in banks, law offices, 
stores, restaurants, colleges, 
real estate offices, hospitals, 
and many other places.

Eligibility Requirements 


To get a TeenWork summer 
job, students must meet the 
following requirements: 

*Be presently enrolled as a 
sophomore or junior at CRLS 
with intent to enroll again 
next fall. 

*Be aged 16 or older by 
July 1, 1984. 

*Have an overall passing 
grade average of 70 or better, 





*Have a school attendance 
record of at least 85 percent 
(no more than 27 days missed 
in a one year period. 
Exceptions can be made in 
the case of serious illness). 

*Be in need of a summer 


job. 

All TeenWork.  ap- 
plications require two adult 
reco! tions. One 


recommendation must be 
from a teacher or guidance 
counselor at CRLS.

Central American Policy

Cuba, after the defeat of 
Batista’s corrupt military 
regime by Castro, looked 
unsuccessfully for the support 
of the American government. 
But the U.S. government 
replied to this plea by 1) 
trying to ruin the economic 
stability of the Cuban 
government by stopping 
sugar and tobacco trade, 2) 
by making several attempts 
to assassinate Castro while he 
had support from more than 
80 percent of the population 
and 3) by our C.I.A. sup- 
porting hundreds of Batista 
partisans at the Bay of Pigs. 

Nicaragua, after the 
defeat of Somoza’s military 
regime by the leftist 
revolutionaries, has obtained 
the same reception as Cuba. 
1) The U.S. stopped all 
economical and military aid 
to the new government; 2) the

When the Reagan 
administration decided to 
support the dictatorial minds 
to overthrow the leftist 
revolution, it was repeating 
the Bay of Pigs failure. 

After his failure to gain 
U.S. support, Castro turned 
to the U.S.S.R. which led toa

(a pause). I was interested in 
the exchange of ideas and it 
felt kind of natural. Back in 
the 60s there weren’t as many 
options as now. I had also 
had a _ good _ educational 
experience which made a 
great difference in my life. 

Q. Would you encourage 
your students to go into the 
educational field? 

A. Now, I would encourage 
them more than ever. I hope 
the sudden talk of education 
across the country will be 
followed up with action. We 
need talented people to carry 
forward the progress that has 
been occurring in the U.S. 
(i.e. welcoming and dealing 
with people previously denied 
access to schools, and those 
who know how to address 
issues of equity.) 

There are many ways to 
receive to receive and give 
education in these days and 
that is very challenging. 

Q. What is your view of the 
present standard of the 
educational system? 

A. I admire the goals the 
American system of 
education has taken on tasks 
which schools in other 
countries don’t try to achieve. 
Much more attention needs to 
be paid to elementary level, 

such as strong programs in 
the arts. High schools need to 
be less of a factory model. I 
would like to see groups more 
involved with each other. 
School is more like a race 
track. Stop. Go. Stop. Go. 
How much can one fit into 
forty-five minutes? — 

Q. How do you think students 
have changed since you went 
to school? 

A. It is ‘hard to say because I 
to high school in 
Springfield, Vermont, which 
was a different environment. 
But, I would say students 
take advantage of the right to 
challenge and ask questions 
and are more realistic. In my

This being the first time 
my mind has dwelled upon 
the subject of my early

Recently I had a chance 
to talk to Head Coach Mike 
Jarvis about the upcoming 
state tournament and _ his 
career here since 1978.

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Forty years after her 
original commisioning, the 
battleship New Jersey has 
been recalled to duty-her 
fourth tour with the active 
fleet. 

She has undergone 
extensive modernization 
including the installation of 
state-of-the-art weapons 
systems during her most 
recent year-and-a-half 
refurbishing. 

The new battleship is 
rearmed with 32 Tomahawk 
and 16 Harpoon cruise 
missiles, plus the new 
Vulcan-Phalanx anti-aircraft 
and missile defense system-a 
modern-day version of the 
gatling gun. 

She retains her 16-inch 
turrets-nine guns in all. 
Using a 2,700 pound shell. 
One round from her potent 
16-inch guns is equivalent to 
hurling a Volkswagen 23 
miles. 

Her communications 
and electronic coun- 
termeasures systems have 
been updated. And, with 
remodernization, the ship can 
now house three helicopters. 

The engineering plant, 
with eight boilers and four 
geared turbines producing 
212,000 horsepower,was 
converted to burn Navy 
distillate fuel. It’s cleaner 
burning and more efficient 
than the black oil previously

For the past few months 
we have all been hearing a 
great deal about George 
Orwell and ‘“‘Orwellian’”’ 
ideas. But who was Orwell? 

George Orwell, whose 
real names was Eric Arthur 
Blair, was born in 1903 in 
India and lived at various 
times in India, France, Spain 
and England. He considered 
himself a socialist but never 
joined any political party. 
Although he has _ written 
several novels, none was well- 
known until 1945 when 
Animal Farm was published. 
Animal Farm was a novel 
which described the decay of 
the Russian Revolution using 
animals taking over a farm to 
represent the people who took 
control of Russia. Then, in 
1949, Orwell’s novel Nineteen 
Eighty-Four described a 
totalitarian country thiough 
the experiences of a gover-

Doublethink was a way of 
knowing somehing to be 
false, but believing it 
anyway.

“Freedom is Slavery’’, and 
“Tgnorance is Strength’’. 

Is Big Brother here in 
America today? Perhaps. The 
American: press was 
prevented from covering the 
U.S. invasion of Grenada 
until several days after our 
troops first landed there. 
During that time the 
American people knew only 
what our government would 
tell us about what was 
happening. There have also 
been increasing trends in 


America toward censorship ~ 


and restriction of public 
access to information and 
there are hints’ of 
“*doublethink’’: our 
President has proposed to 
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name a new nuclear weapon, 
‘*Peacekeeper.”’ 

Yet, depsite these 
ominous incidents, America 
is still a free country. We 
must guard our freedom 
carefully against attacks from 
within our own country, but if 
we do, George Orwell’s 1984

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An Interview With Jimmy

K.M. - Was it difficult 
getting students who have 
never played before to 
perform? 

J.S. - I thought it would be at 
first, then I quickly learned 
that it wasn’t that difficult. 
These first members had very 
strong school spirit and 
pride. When they realized 
that this group was a brand 
new idea and could last for a 
very long time, they wanted 
to be the very first members. 
After I taught them their first 
beat, which eventually 
became: their theme song, 
they were well on their way. 
Their first song was called 
“The Rindge Beat’’. 

K.M. About how many 
students were in the original 
group and did they do a lot of 
marching back then? 

J.S. There were 12 students 
and we only marched during 
the football season and 
parades. As time went on I 
realized that we were not 
using our full potential that a 
performing group should. 
Since the students had a great 
deal of ideas and talent, we 
took the drums off our 
drumstraps and put them in 
drum stands.

K.M. - Did students from the 
Cambridge High &- Latin 
School have a percussion 
ensemble too? 


J.S. No. Many of the CHLS . 


drummers had formal 
training and were playing 
and reading music with the 
CHLS band and orchestra. 
K.M. - Didn’t that ever cause 
a problem? 
J.S. - Not really a lot of 
trouble, just a little, because 
the drummers at CHLS felt 
they were better since they 
knew how to read music and 
a better background with 








drummers could not play any 
of the Rindge Percussion 
Ensemble rhythms with their 
technical skills on the drums.

The 1984 edition of C.R.L.S.’ baseball team opened its 
season this past Monday, during unseasonable weather at Rindge 
Field vs. Needham. The honor of throwing out the first ball went 
to newly-elected Mayor Leonard Russell. It certainly didn’t hurt 
any as C.R.L.S. came away with an 8-3 victory. Jim Hoog was 
awarded the starting assignment as expected. C.R.L.S.’ lineup 
consisted of seven right-handed batters opposing Needham’s 
lefthanded starting pitcher. 

Needham got on the scoresheet first, scoring once in the top 
half of the first on errors by leftfielder Mark Benevento and 
shortstop Nelson Linares.

Catcher 
Andy Ayres batted Linares in on a shot to the second baseman. 
The Needham shortstop attempting a double play subsequently 
overthrew first base resulting in C.R.L.S.’ second run, scored by 
third baseman Gary Barker. At the end of one it was the Warriors 
by one. 

The Warriors added two more in the second as Barker drove 
in right fielder Tommy Hill, who had led off with a single and 
had later stolen second, and on an errant throw to the plate that 
designated hitter Kenny Young (batting for first baseman Chris 
Reynolds) converted into a run. 

hile the previous was happening, starter Bob Hoog was 
teasing Needham batters with what was ta come all afternoon as 
he had already struck out three of them. At the end of the game 
Hoog would eventually end up with ten K’s on his record. 

Needham closed the gap to as close as it would get all game 
by scoring once in the top half of the third. Again the run was 
caused by confusion between fielders. 

The Cantabs obtained another pair of runs when Linares led 
off the fourth with a walk, advanced to third on a grounder to 
third, then stole home on a double steal with Barker who took 
second. Hoog helped his own cause by later driving Barker home. 
At the end of this barrage, the equipment manager might as well 
have started to pack. This contest was no longer one. 

Needhani tried to improve its luck by coming in with a righty 
reliever in the ‘ifth.

It 
was good I could see everyone 
for the last time. Thank God 
they didn’t know, though.

This sounded 
to easy to be true! 

Saturday night rolled 
around. I decided midnight 
would be the best time to do 
this. About quarter to twelve, 
I went to the fridge, got a 
Heineken out, opened it, 
walked to my room and got 
the pills out from between my 
matresses because that’s 
where I hid them for safety 
reasons. 

I sat on my bed in front 
of my bedroom clock and 
waited. It was two minutes of 
twelve. ‘Do I want to do this? 
Do I want to kill myself? was 
the only thing going through 
my mind.

My moment of glory 
had come. I wanted to die. I 
wanted the pain and the 
hurting to stop. I opened the 
bottle of pills and stuffed 
them in my mouth. I washed 
them down with the 
Heineken. It took me about 
three to four mouthfuls of 
pills to finish a bottle of beer. 
I only took a bottle and a half 
of pills and they started to 
work on me. My head started 
to spin and I felt sick. I could 
only think ‘‘The pain will be 
gone! It’s almost gone!’’ I 
passed out. That is not the 
end of the story. I was lucky. 
My grandfather, who was 
visiting for a wee< v Jke up 
for a nightime p.k at his 
grandchild and found me. He 
called the ambulance and 
they rushed me to the 
hospital and pumped my 
stomach.

Academically, artistically, athletically, and individually you 
have made Cambridge Rindge and Latin School the state’s most 
outstanding high school.

Now the owner of this big estate was very nervous, but smart 
enough to say that he must have mistaken the traveller for 
someone else. He put out his hand, and the two became friends. 

For the rest of your lives, strangers will be crossing your 
paths and cautiously looking for a friendly face or for a new 
friend.

Computer Crime, Phreaking, Piracy, Growing

I am sure that you have 
heard about ‘Whiz kids’ 
being arrested for computer- 
related crimes. Most of the 
time, the people have been 
either using illegal phone 
codes, or breaking into 
restricted access systems. 

Those are just the tip of 
the iceberg. There are many 
crimes that are related to 
computers. There are also 
severe punishments that go 
with them, no matter how old 
the criminals are. 

One kind, mentioned 
above, is called ‘Phreaking’ 
(I think). Basically, the 
hackers somehow obtain 
codes, usually from long 
distance phone services 
(Sprint, MCI, ITT, AT&T, 
etc.), by ‘guess and find’, or 
other methods they have 
invented over the years. They 
use them to call their friends, 
or long distance bulletin 
boards. They get caught 
because phones are traced, or 
because the ‘Phreaks’ post 
the codes on various bulletin 
boards, and, because there is 
a lot of money involved, and 
inconvenience to legitimate 
subscribers, the law tracks 
them down. 

Sometimes the wrong 
people are caught and 
punished, such as the System 
Operator of the bulletin 
board. Just last month, a 
SYSOP’s computer was 
“seized by the police because a 
message was posted on it that 
contained illegal information. 
The SYSOP wasn’t even 
aware of it until he got home 
from work, and found the 
police in his house, with a 
search warrant, telling him 
that his computer equipment 
was going ie be confiscated.

Another kind of crime is 
breaking into a university or 
military computer and ac- 
cessing confidential or 
classified information. 

Software Piracy 

But one of the most 
controversial crimes is known 
as software piracy. It is fairly 
broad subject, but briefly it 
involves cracking (breaking 
the copy protection schemes), 
copying, distributing, or 
selling copyrighted software, 
such as games, utilities, or 
business software. I have read 
about people who crack 
games and sell them to their 
friends, who spread them 
around all over the country. 

What is boggling, is that 
there are all kinds of com- 
puter pirates all over the 
country, and this type of 
activity is more common than 
it should be. 

It is the prevailing at- 
titude: ‘“‘I’ll never get 
caught’’, that causes pirates 
to take one chance too many. 
They wind up with a criminal 
charge on their record, and 
their computer equipment 
confiscated. 

Many cases have been 
brought up, all around the 
world, and the _ victims 
generally find that the 
magnitude of the loss is 
millions of times greater than 
the potential 
pirating software. 

The reason piracy is so 
controversial is because there 
are many degrees of this 
crime, and many people feel 
that copying software should 


be legal to some extent. It is © 


just not easy to tell what that 
extent is. People who buy 
software, such as a word 
processor, and use it a lot, 
e to make 


gain from . 


happens to the disk (either 
the disk is used up, magnetic 
fields erase it, or coffee is 
spilled on it). 

There are companies 
that allow copying, and there 
are -others that include 
backups in their packages 
and there are others that have 
disk replacement 
arrangements, but if copies 
are allowed, sometimes they 
get in the wrong hands, and 
many people ‘steal’ them. 

Some people feel that 
just making copies and giving 
them to their friends is al] 
right. Some people would not 
imagine doing such a thing. 
The truth of the matter is, 
that anybody who uses a copy 
of a program that is not 
public domain, and was not 
legitimately purchased, is 
breaking a copyright law. 
Commercially selling the

programs is just a higher 
degree; often followed by a 
more severe punishment. 

As a matter of fact, in 
local Massachusetts high 
schools, the selling of copied 
software is reasonably 
common among high school 
students. Most of them are 
ignorant of the possible 
consequences, but this 
ignorance will not prevent 
them from being punished, 
and will devastate them if 
they get caught.

As of May, the con- 
struction on the new 3.5 mile 
RedLine track is almost done. 
The above-ground work at 
the Porter Square station is 
still going on right now and 
this work should be finished 
by late summer or fall. Also, 
reconstruction of 
Massachusetts Avenue will 
begin sometime during the 
summer after the recon- 
struction of the rail road 
bridge at Porter Square is 
finished. The work on Mass. 
Ave. will begin at Porter 
Square and extend to the 
parkway at Arlington. 

The Harvard Square 
station is almost done except 
to put in the old Kiosk after 
they have completed the 
above-ground station. After 
the Kiosk is put into place, 
the new bus tunnel will be 
opened. All busses will go 
back down the tunnel as they 
once did over 6 years ago 
near Flagstaff Park (see old 
photo). Along with the main 
station at Harvard there will 
be two smaller stations 
located at the Holyoke 
Center. 

At Alewife Brook Park- 
way, the biggest of the three 
stations is almost completed. 
Ramps for Route 2 and new 
glassview elevators and 
escalators will be put into 
place during the summer 
months. The new subway is 
planed to open by late 1984 or 
early 1985. As for the Alewife 
station, they are going to 
reconstruct the parkway, 
replacing the rotary at Route 
2 with lights and have a 
separate roadway to get to the 
garage. This will be com- 
pleted by 1988. By that time 
the roadway will be widened 
from Boston to Somerville. 
Trackless trolleys may or may 
not run to Arlington Center. 
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In North Cambridge 
there is going to be a car 
running between Davis 
Square and the Alewife Brook 
Parkway. And at the old City 
Dump, there is going to a 10- 
acre park for North Cam- 
bridge and West Cambridge 
areas. After the  recon- 


struction of Mass. Ave. and 
other streets, there will be 
trees planted and aclean up.
